Koog today described his former 
reserve deputy as a man with a 
"good brain, good worker and 
outstanding reputation." 

Koog learned of possible 
misconduct of Young from an ac- 
quaintance in early October, the 
sheriff said. "We ran an in- 
vestigation on it, but it was drop- 
ped in favor of Laughlin handling 
it." 

At that time, the military Of- 
fice of Special Investigation -va- 
aiready wonung on the case, 
Koog noted.

ing about S/Sgt Young and his "wierd" behavior. 

After their telephone conversation S/Sgt Young 
telephoned the District Executive, Daniel Stim and asked 
him to come visit him at approximately 11:00 P H on Wed- 
nesday night October 9, 1985. Mr. Stim went to his 
trailer home and during their conversation S/Sgt Young 
related his sexual relations with a specific youth re- 
cently,. 

He then became very upset and made statements re- 
garding his intent to commit suicide. 

The District Executive, Dan Stim, promptly per- 
suaded S/Sgt Young to go with him to the Laughlin AFB, 
clinic, where the S/Sgt was examined by a physician and 
treatment was started. 



Dan Stim reported the incident to the military 
authorities and left S/Sgt Young in the clinic.

event and has. reported that the parents want the office

To date there has not been any civil charges, but 
Mr, Lee has advised me to initiate the proceedings to re- 
move S/Sgt Young from all Scouting functions and relation- 
ships with the BSA based on his knowledge of the events 
related . 

I feel confident that Mr. Lee will monitor and 
follow-up on this case in the event the air force will 
not . 

Therefore, I raccommend S/Sgt Young be placed in 
the confidential file.
